HOW IT WOULD A FFEC T US. 
Them hks been a popular notion th at J a p a n and Rus­ 
sian are g oing to war in the spring - 
Far from being q uiet- 
# d by recent events, the four is g rowing th at the tw o na ­ 
tion« may not be able to restrain themselves until lh<* big 
th aw , but m ay start lig hting in sub-zero tem peratures 
*nd blizzards. 
A most unpleasant prospect for them. 
How would it affect the United States if the two na ­ 
tions went to war? 
Would we he draw n into the conflict ? 
If J a p an and Russia went to war there would 
be an in­ 
sta nt dem and from both countries for American 
muni­ 
tions, clothing , cotton and other eq uipm ent and 
materials 
used by armies. 
Also there would arise in this countr\ 
« n instant dem and that the United States refrain from 
►elling military supplies to either country. 
In that event, 
it would he pointed out with some justice that the I nited 
States is not in the munitions business; th a t such m a te r ­ 
ials as mig ht be sold are produced by private citizens or 
corporations, and shipped 
in 
reg ular 
trade. 
Vessels 
tarrying such g oods to & country at war are subject to 
peril. 
Should the United States g overnment, pledg ed to j dc pot 
but 
protect the lawful 
interests of its citizens, w ith draw pro- 'i ";,nat . 
A 
lection from such 
ships and g oods? 
Conceivably the 
American g overnment mig ht place an em barg o upon such 
materials. 
But such an embarg o would not Miort* n t h e ’ 
w a r nor lessen the num ber of deaths if other countrie 1 
khould take advantag e of the trade opportunities. 
Our g overnment mig ht place an embarg o upon cotton,, 
which is used in m aking explosives, 
a s shipped to either 
« japan or Russia. 
But could it. with justification, stop 
shipm ent of American cotton 
to Mexico, and from th < r** 
to J a p a n? 
("ould our g overnment attem pt to police the 
whole world in order to see that nothing sent from here 
j 
could he used by the warring nations? 
It is probable that ! 
tuich an embarg o would be unpopular even with 
lo s t of 
those who at first mig ht favor it. 
Even assuming that reasonable 
steps to prevent ship­ 
m ent of w ar-m aking materials h a s a moral aspect, how 
about food? 
Could our 
government impure a successful 
em barg o upon food 
to J a p a n? 
Would it be willing t> 
¡assume the responsibility of imposing a famine upon eith­ 
er country? 
Dealing in munitions, 
however that issue might be load­ 
ed w ith dy namite, appears to be a minor factor in whet her 
our country 
might lie involved in a major conflict in the 
east. 
The problem has much greater angles. 
In the pre­ 
war days there was a “ balance of pow er” in Europe, and 
the lack of a balance of power in Europe is what is upset­ 
ting conditions in that 
part of the world at present. 
V ith 
the increased 
interest in China and the growing import­ 
ance of J apan in a military way . it becomes e\ident that 
a world balance of pow er is desirable even if no* attain­ 
able at present. 
If J a p a n and Russia g o to war, it 
will not be to settle the 
q uestion of fishing rig hts, or the dominance oi Mancuria. 
or over the mere dislike of one nation for another. 
It w ili 
lie to determine 
whether J a p a n or Russia shall dom nate 
Manchuria, Jehu!, 
.Mongolia, China; in fact, all the far 
nast, and influence the 
near east and 
Great Britain, 
it. is 
a m atter of importance to Americans 
and their children 
whether either J a p a n or Russia shall twenty y ear- from 
ro w , have at their com m and 
immen e military resources 
and 100 million soldiers. 
We must bear sn mind that nine of the great powers re­ 
cently undertook 
to guarantee that the “ territorial inte­ 
g rity 
of China 
hon'd be respected, 
t hina is the key to 
the situation. 
Neither J apan nor Russia can dominate 
much of the world without first “ awakonii g ’ China. 
Th< 
mne nations realized 
that far. and "c 
content to allow 
'h e drag on to sleep. 
. RUSSia is now attempting to cominuriize China. 
J apan 
is now attempting to “ awaken” China in small chunks, 
starting with Manchuria anti J ehol and the demilitarized 
zone south of the great wall.
